DEFENDANT'S UNOPPOSED MOTION FOR ENLARGEMENT OF TIME 
TO ANSWER, MOVE OR OTHERWISE RESPOND TO PLAINTIFF'S COMPLAINT

The parties have discussed the possibility of pre-discovery settlement, and plaintiff 
has indicated that he will provide a settlement proposal next week for defendant's 
consideration. Defendant is prepared to respond immediately to any settlement proposal.

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additionally prepared to initiate settlement by making an offer by the end of next week. 
Accordingly, since both parties have expressed a commitment to engage in informal, pre- 
discovery settlement discussions, defendant respectfully requests an extension up to and 
including November 14, 2005 to answer, move or otherwise respond to the Complaint. 
The extension will provide the parties a period to focus their efforts on resolving this suit 
amicably and without incurring additional (and perhaps unnecessary) litigation costs. 
A proposed Order consistent with the relief requested herein is attached hereto.
